DR.  WILLIAM  BRANCH  PORTER 

Dr.  Porter,  professor  emeritus  ol  medicine,  died  October  4, 
1960,  at  the  age  of  72.  He  was  a  nati\e  of  Amelia  County. 

In  1911  he  graduated  from  MCV.  He  served  as  an  intern  at 
the  old  Virginia  Hospital  here  and  as  a  resident  at  Hygeia  Hos- 
pital here  in  1912-13.  He  returned  to  MCV  and  became  an  as- 
sociate in  medicine  and  assistant  professor  of  therapeutics  and 
pharmacology.  From  1917  to  1919  he  was  a  major  in  the  United 
States  Army  Medicine  Service.  He  then  returned  to  MCV.  In 
1923  he  became  physician-in-chief  at  Lewis-Gale  Hospital  in 
Roanoke  but  came  back  to  MCV  in  1926.  For  29  years.  Dr. 
Porter  served  as  chairman  of  the  Department  of  Medicine  at 
MCV.  Because  of  illness  he  retired  in  1956.  During  this  year 
the  Board  of  Visitors  elected  him  professor  emeritus  of  med- 
icine. 

Dr.  Porter  is  highly  acclaimed  for  his  contributions  in  the 
development  in  the  School  of  Medicine.  In  1952.  35  of  his 
former  residents  formed  in  his  honor  the  William  Branch  Porter 
Society.  Each  year  it  presents  an  award  to  the  outstanding  senior 
graduate  in  medicine. 

Dr.  Porter  was  a  fellow  of  the  Association  of  American 
Physicians,  past  president  of  the  American  Clinical  and  Cli- 
matological  Association,  former  vice  chairman  of  the  American 
Board  of  Internal  Medicine,  past  chairman  of  the  medical  sec- 
tion of  the  Southern  Medical  Association,  and  past  president  of 
the  Richmond  Academy  of  Medicine.

This  is  the  first  step  of  the  four  and  one  that  will  not 
be  forgotten.  'We  also  can  not  forget  Dean  Lyons  and  the 
patient  faculty.  We  want  to  thank  them  for  their  sincere 
interest  and  desire  in  helping  each  and  every  one  of  us.

"You  are  now  in  a  professional  school."  These  words 
were  soon  to  take  on  new  meaning  lor  the  twenty-four 
junior  physical  therapy  students  gathered  in  Memorial 
Hall  in  September,  1960.  They  meant  finishing  classes 
long  after  the  sun  had  already  ca'led  it  a  day,  hours  at 
our  desks  at  night,  and  new  and  fascinating  suljjects  to 
study.  They  also  meant  informal  classes  and  a  close  stu- 
dent-faculty relationship. 

Many  experiences  we  shared  will  remain  with  us  for 
years  to  come.

DIETETIC    INTERNS 


The  Medical  College  ot  Virginia  HospiLal  offers  a  one 
year  course  in  hospital  dietetics  to  yoinig  women  who 
have  a  U.S.  degree  from  an  accredited  college  or  univex- 
sity  and  who  can  meet  certain  specific  course  require- 
ments. The  course  is  approved  by  the  American  Dietetic 
Association,  and  upon  completion  of  the  course,  interns 
are  eligible  for  membership  in  the  Association,  and  may 
hokl  positions  in  class  "A"  hospitals  in  the  capacity  of 
administrative,  therapeutic,  clinic,  or  teacliing  dietitions. 


Each  September,  the  course  is  begun  aird  students  live 
in  one  of  the  college  dormitories.  During  training,  stu- 
dents receive  a  mixture  of  lecture  and  practical  experi- 
ence in  the  various  departments.  Instruction  is  given  un- 
der the  stipervisioii  of  graduate  dietitions  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Dietetics. 

After  satisfactory  completion  of  the  course,  dietetic 
interns  are  granted  a  certificate  from  the  Hospital  Di- 
vision and  are  eligible  tor  membership  in  the  Medical 
College  of  X'irginia  Alumni  Association.
